*Coast Guard Licenses: Commission discussed initiating a request that the Pilots Association
develop a practice where each Delaware River pilot will provide a copy of the renewed Coast
Guard license to a record keeper within the Association. The record keeper could develop a
spreadsheet for recording and tracking of each pilot's license. The Commission deferred to the
November 15, 2019 meeting further discussion and decision on this proposal.

*Updating State License Grades: Given the declining frequency of Class 6 ships sailing on the
Delaware River, the Commission discussed consideration of a proposal to update the draft limits
for grades of state licensing. In addition, the Commission will evaluate the length of time each
pilot is required to hold any grade of license. The Commission will consider and decide further
action on this issue at the November 15, 2019 meeting.
